HOW HYDRO PLANNING AFFECTS 
VICTORIA AND HALIBURTON 

Commenting on the recent announcement by the 
Hydro-Electric Power Commission of Ontario of a “Five- 
Year Plan for the Rural Extension of Hydro Service’, 
the Hon. L. M. Frost, Provincial Treasurer, points out 
in the following excerpts from a communication recent- 
ly received from him just how this will affect the Coun- 
ties of Victoria and Haliburton, 

He writes as follows: 

“The five-year plan is of the utmost importance to 
Victoria and Haliburton. The same will provide for the 
benefits of Hydro being extended to approximately 85%, 
of the farms in our community. In Ontario the Govern- 
ment and Hydro plan to spend approximately $22,000,- 
000 over a five-year period. Full particulars are given 
in the enclosed releases. In Haliburton County this 
is also of the utmost importance. Hydro lines will be 
greatly extended and particularly the line from Kin- 
mount, Furnace Falls, Irondale, Gooderham, Tory Hill, 
Wilberforce, Harcourt and Highland Grove will be built. 
This will be not only a great boon for the residents but 
will be a great incentive for the extension of the tourist 
trade. , 

“The above plan is all ready to go into effect imme- | 
diately at the termination of the war and as soon as 
labour and materials are available In the meantime, | 
you will note that I made provision in this year’s Bud- 
get, quite aside from the above plan, for the extension 
of Hydro to some 12,000 consumers in Ontario.”

Monday's unusually heavy down- 
Jour brought with it a great deal 
of trouble and inconvenience to 
residents in the south-west section 
ei town. 

Several deputations were 
hand for the regular monthly 
meeting of Council in the evening 
of the same day to see what, if 
anything, that body of men plan- 
ned to do to alleviate the situa- 
tion. 

Mr. Pitts, well-known south 
ward grocer, was the first to be 
heard and he told Council that as 
a result of inadequate drainage, 
water and sewage had again back- 
ed up into the cellar of his store 
causing very extensive damage to 
goods stored there and inconven- 
fence generally. 

He stated that following the 
rain of the past few hours, water 
to a depth of 9 or 10 inches coy- 
ered the basement floor of his 
shop. 

“Damage,’ 'he said. “is not likely 
to be as heavy this time as on 
previous occasions but there will 
be some.” 

Mr. Pitts told councillors that 
he regretted very much having to 
continually harp on the same sub- 
ject and pointed out that unless 
they took some action he would 
have to appeal to the Provincial 
Government to remedy the situa- 
tion. 

He recalled that he had entered 
into litigation with council in the 
past and that while some work had 
been done toward remedying the 
situation, it was not enough. 

Pointing out the shortcomings of 


three nine-inch pipes all carrying 
sewage and water emptied into one 
nine-inch main thus allowing ab- 
solutely no air space and entirely 
overloading the main at all times. 
Particularly was this evident in 


was totally inadequate to cope 
with the amount of water forced 
| upon it from the three feeders of 
egual size and volume. 

Other deputations were heard 
from and similar stories of flood- 
ing and inconvenience were told, 

In one instance a Melbourne St. 
W. resident told of the water ris- 
ing so high in his basement during 
this most recent rain as to extin- 
| guish the fire in his furnace, 

Others told of damage to fur- 
naces from dampness, cracked and 
|damaged foundations, to their 
houses and etc. 

Assurances were first given by 
some members of council that a 
| more adequate sewage and drain- 
age system for this area was among 
the first items on post-war plan- 
{ning by the town but Reeye R. 
Butler exploded all this by saying 
that he felt this sort of banter had 
gone on long enough and _ that 
some immediate action should be 
taken fo get plans under way for 
| the relief of this situation. “This 
has been put off long enough,” he 
said, 

Mayor Lamb, Ald. Pitts and Ald. 
Manley immediately endorsed this 
suggestion, and with the full ap- 
proyal of council it was decided 
to secure the services of an engin- 
eer and set in motion plans for

Germans announce the fall of Kassel. British and 
Canadian troops are only 2 miles from the Zuydor Zee 
while American forces to the south have driven almost 
three quarters of the way across Germany at its nar- 
rowest point. The announcement of the fall of Kassel 
was made by the German radio just a short time ago. 
The city was a key point in the German defense line 
near the Weser River. 165 miles from Berlin itself. 


The sensational adyance of Patton’s Third Army 
continues without let up. The Patton troops are now 152 
miles southwest of Berlin and just 77 miles from the 
old Czechoslovak border. ; - 


Equally sensational is fhe advance of the Canadian 
and British troops driving into Holland. The latest 
front line reports put the troops just 25 miles from the. 
Zuydor Zee. The drive is threatening to trap about 50 
thousand Germans in Holland. As the Canucks and 
Tommies advance towards the Nortin Sea coast the Ger- 
mans are trying desperately to make up their minds 
what to do. Currently they are reported massing hun- 
dreds of barges in the Amsterdam harbour and’ other 
ports on the Zuydor Zee for a sea borne evacuation. 


Marshal Montgomery’s forces hhaye overrun the 
German city of Osnabruck, Muenster, and Hamm along 
with a dozen other smaller places. All of them are now 
in our hands or are about to fall. 


From Supreme Headquarters comes word that 
General Eisenhower calls the encirclement of the Ruhr 
as one Of the greatest victories of the war. Eisenhower 
issued a special order of the day and said that very 
likely 150 thousand German troops are trapped in the 
Ruhr. 

Russian front dispatches say that.Red Army troops 
have driven into the Austrian town of Baden just evelen 
miles from Vienna, And other Soviet forces are fighting 
in the streets of Bratislaya, 30 miles to the east of 
Vienna:

BLOCKBUSTER .. EARTHQUAKE ... NOW VOLCANO 

The British 22,000-Ib, bomb, used for the first time last week, 
is the most destructive weapon of war yet invented. It is ten times 
as powerful as the Nazi, 3,000 mile-an-hour .V-2 Rocket and, unlike 

that weapon of blind destruction, it is highly accurate, If it were 
not for this accuracy the xuw bomb would be of little value, for it 
has been designed to destroy difficult pin-point targets, not to cause 
a wide-spread area of devastation, 

The whole purpose of this bomb, Jatest in the blockbuster- 
earthquake series of British bombs all designed for some specific 
job, is to to smash targets hitherto regarded as indestructible. Such 
a target was the massive Bielefeld viaduct in Germany on which 
the bomb was used for the first time. At least six spans of the yia- 
duct crumpled up as the 22,000 pounders hit it. 

Underground factories, U-boat pens and fortifications of un- 
usual strength are other natural targets for the new weapon, the 
strength of which lies in its combination of penetrating power and 
explosive force. For months the Americans were help up in their 
advance by the famous Roer Dams, and every type of bomb then in 
use by the R.A.F. was tried out on them but without success. The 
dams held. Had the 22,000 pounder been in use at that time it might 
possibly have breached the dams, for it is nearly twice as powerful 
as its nearest counterpart, the six ton ‘earthquake’ bomb, that was 
used to sink the Tirpitz. Without doubt Bomber Command has C7 
Jist of similar targets, regarded until now as impregnable, on which 
the new weapon already named ‘The Volcano’ bomb will be tried 

The development of a new bomb like this involves much more 
than merely doubling the size of the previous one in the series. Mr. 
Neville Wallis, its inventor, has been working on it for five years. 
When he drew up his first plans the Air Ministry told him that. there 
was little likelihood of their having an aircraft powerful enough to 
life it for many years to come. He continued to work on it, however, 
and at the same time perfected the 6-ton ‘Earthquake’ bomb, which 
presented many of the sam problems. 

Experimental. trials were carried out with scale models which 
were dropped from aeroplanes and given wind tunnel tests. One 
model was actually fired from a gun at a yelocity calculated to be 
the same as that at which it would strike the ground when dropped 
from an operational height. Then a full-sized case was made and 
filled with ballast. This was dropped at an experimental station in 
Britain, and it took eighteen men, working twelye hours a day, nine 
days to dig it out again. The test verified previous calculation, A 
real bomb was then made and this was dropped on a small granite 
island off the British coast. The island was blasted out of existence, 
and the Ordnance Survey Department were informed that they 
could Jeaye it off their maps in future. A final test was made in 
southern England where the bomb was dropped on ordinary soll. 
Observers who stood a mile and a half away saw clumps of earth 
weighing ten tons hurled into the air. All together many thousands 
of tons of earth were displaced, and subterranean explositions pro- 
duced by gas trapped in the earth continued long after the main . 
explosion. 


CARE OF WOODLOT 
PAYS DIVIDENDS 

Jn contrast to the work on the farm in ploughing, 
cultivating and harvesting field crops, or in producing 
animal products, and in which the work is constant and 
never ending, the handling of a farm woodlot is fairly 
simple. Most, if not all, of the work in giving correct 
care to the woodlot can be done when fuelwood or logs 
are being cut. The woodlot does not need the day by 
day attention of the other farm work, and given, a small 
amount of care, will produce big dividends in the form 
of wood products, says the Dominion Forest Service. 

Most farm woodlots need what is termed an im- 
provement cutting in which comparatively useless spe- 
cies or malformed and dying trees are removed to make 
way for the growth of better species and more thrifty 
trees. The wood from this improvement cutting is usu- 
ally neither large nor merchantable as logs. It should 
be used as fuelwood either on the farm or sold on the 
market. On the local market, it will often bring a good 
price. 

The woodlot should be made 
quality and low value products. 
Pine and spruce, when grown to maturity, will yield 
high quality logs for which there is a ready market. If 
the farmer needs lumber, he can have the sawing done 
at a low cost. 

The tops of both mature hardwood and softwood 
trees will yield a large amount of fuelwood which should 
be harvested when the logs are cut. At this time; any 
young or small trees broken or injured in felling the 
mature timber should also be cut. 

Stand improvement of the farm woodlot at the time 
of harvesting is a logical step in woodlot management. 
This need not be done all at once. When felling each 
mature tree, the stand for a good distance around 
should be cudded to remove useless members of the 
stand. In time, the whole woodlot will be in shape for 
its greatest growth. ,

Versatile Apples 

Apples are one of our most pop- 
ular and versatile fruits. They 
are used as a meat accompaniment 
. , for instance what is roast pork 
without apple sauce. They are a 
perennial favourite as a dessert. 
++ Taw, baked or stewed, or in any 
number of puddings, pies, and 
cakes. Then, of course, there is 
the new apple juice with the ad- 
ded vitamin C now sold in tins, 
This makes a delicious and Te- 
jfreshing breakfast juice. Yes, we 
certainly have accepted apples in 
our menus, and even dehyrdated 
apples are popular for they have 
become greatly improved in colour, 
flavour, and texture in recent 
years, They are scientifically 
treated now in contrast to the 
way grandmother used to festoon 
the kitchen ceiling over the cook 
stove with garlands of apple rings 
to dry. The home economists of 
the Dominion Dept. of Agriculture 
Suggest that it is important to 
know how to deal with dehydrated 
apples for best results. To replace 
the water which was removed 
when the. apples were dried, cover 
; them with water and soak for four 
hours or overnight in the refriger- 
ator or other cool place. Usually 
you can allow two cups of water 
per cup of apples but if the apples 
are very fresh and dry, they may 
require more. Remember, in mea- 
suring dehydrated apples it is best 
to pack the measuring cup well, 
there are approximately eight cups. 
of apples to the pound and one 
cup of dehydrated apples makes 
two cups of sauce. You don't 
need much sugar to sweeten dehy- 
drated apples. Two tablespoons of 
sugar per cup of deyhydrated 
apples for applesauce and one- 
third of a cup for a nine-inch pie 
is enough. To make applesauce 
bring the soaked apples to the boil 
and then cook gently for about 8 
minutes or until soft. To prepare 
apples, for puddings or pie, cook 
the apples only until tender, not 
soft,

If you haye any apples in your 
cellar, you'd better keep an eye on 
them for they do deteriorate in 
the warm weather. You may even 
find your choice spies haye started 
to turn bad. Better save what 
you can, for apples are liable to 
be scarce from now on. With the 
early spring it might be possible 
to have our apples come a month 
early and this will help out with 
those applie pies the family loves. 
The early apples certainly are tops 
for sauce or pie and if you have 
a tree, better make sure it gets 
sprayed so that the apples will be 
free from worms.

Voices scream “Go”. And bodies 
press toward the door. The ten- 
sion is~ unbearable as the men 
wait for the green light to flash— 
the light which means they are to 
jump on the Berlin side of the 
Rhine,

the big plan, some of them had 
been singing.

And one read a Wild West 
thriller about cowbgy life on Can- 
ada's Saskatchewan River, But 
they didn’t seem to enjoy it much.

Beet Time 

As early as the 17th century, 
French chefs appreciated the de~ 
corative value of beets. They cut 
charming little outlines from thin 
slices of the cold boiled vegetables. 
Tiny red stars, half moons and 
other bright figures garnished their 
less colorful dishes. Today—home- 
makers are turning to beets to 
perk up wartime meals. A spring 
crop of beets is on the market now 
so don't restrict their use to gar- 
nishes. Beets add a daramtic touch 
of color to a meal and if you get 
saucy with them, so to speak, the 
dramatic is carried to the taste. 
But first, why not add a little var- 
iety to the beets while they're boil- 
ing? Put a couple of cloves of 
garlic, a bay leaf and two cloves 
into the water. Now for these 
sauces, here's a simple one—just 
a few drops of lemon juice added 
to whipped butter. Mustard but- 
ter is a good choice, too. Or you 
can put a little lemon juice in a 
cup of white sauce or add the 
Jemon juice to sour cream with a 
dash or two of celery salt. Those 
tiny cooked beets make wonderful 
additions to your hors d'oeuvres 
tray. With beets in good supply 
now, they mean fancy serving at 
frugal prices. First, you'll want 
to marinate the beets in French 
dressing for seyeral hours. Then 
scoop out part of the inside and 
fill with any savory egg paste. You 
can save the scooped out part of 
the beets for a salad bowl or in- 
clude them in the egg mixture that 
goes back into the beets. The 
stuffed beet Idea is a good one to | 
carry over to the dinner table. 
Only this time, use medium-sized 
beets. Peel them and make a shal- 
Jow cavity on the top of each. If 
you cut a slice from the bottom of 
each beet, they'll stand level in 
the greased baking pan. A soft 
bread crumb and cheese mixture 
makes a happy filling for the beets. 
Top them off with a little more of 
the cheese and a generous shake 
of paprika. Then bake them in a

According to Mr. R. J. Baw, who 

faited on Council Monday to re- 
view insurance matters of the town 
—there is very little money to be 
made by insurance companies sel- 
ling “Corporation Liability Insur- 
ance”. 

Referring specifically to claims 
which had been met as a result of 
accidents which had occurred on 
Lindsay's streets, he pointed out 
that they had more than offset 
any premiums paid for this type 
of coverage. 

Blame for the high percentage 
of claims was placed mainly on

BAILEY BRIDGES 

The fact that during the present war great rivers have not 
Proved serious obstacles to the Allied Armies even when the enemy 
has destroyed the bridge is largely attributable to British Engineer- 
ing skill, notably, in the production of the famous “Bailey Bridges”, 
While further Allicd crossings of the Rhine may in wider reaches 
for example, from the Birtish sector at Wesel, where the width ts 
over a thousand yards, be carried out by Assault Graft — whose 
Success recently was demonstrated by several British orossings of the 
thousand yard wide Irrawaddy above and belove Mandalay — the 
Bailey Bridge seems the most likely method for the narrower 
Trenches, for example, at Coblens where the width is four hundred 
yards—where the Germans have only Partially destroyed bridges, 
‘This British invention was adopted by the United States Forces ns 

a standard fleld bridging equipment, its plans were also supplied to 
the Red Army. 

At the beginning of the war the existing military bridges could 
2 lttle more than twenty tons, but the increasing size of British 
3 and the use of tank transporters neceasitated the invention of 

a bridge with heavier capacities, though the sections must still be 
capable of handling by manpower alone. . 

The eminent British Civil Engineer, Donald Coleman Bailey, 
played a leading part in the development of the bridge bearing his 
name. It ts noteworthy that his rough plans for a new design to be 
used in offensive operations were made at the end of 1940, during 
Britain's darkest hour. Without four-and-a-half months the first 
experimental bridge underwent trials. The essential feature of the 
Bailey Bridge is its use of relatively light inter-changeable com= 
Ponents. The standard sections are ten feet long consisting only of 
seventeen parts, nine of the parts being used to make the founda- 
tion. The heavist part can be handled by six men. Each section is 
joined to the next by one steel pin, as simple as constructing = 
model with s child's mectano set. (The nearest German approxi- 
mation requires twenty-four nuts and bolts for each joint), Men 
and women all over Britain in concerns ranging from smal! garages 
to large steel works have been engaged in manufacturing thousands 
of these parts. 

Scyeral hundred Bailey Bridges have already made a notable 
contribution to Allied victories in Tunisia, Italy, France, the Low 
Countries and Burmese. Military authorities of al! nations have ac- 
corded thls British invention the highest praise. Montgomery says 
“Quite the best thing in that line we have ever had.” The British 
Bailey Bridge, now such an outstanding success in the war, offers 
& wide postwar prospect of speedily improving communications in 
many less developed regions of the world where towns and villages 

are cut off by water barriers only traversed by slow and awkward 
ferries.

The Post believes that most citizens do not wish to 
see any road closed in Lindsay, no.matter how little used 
they may be at present. If it is desirable that the Fair 
Grounds should be extended it would be a simple matter 
to make suitable portable road blocks during Fair week, 
just as is done in Toronto Exhibition grounds and the 
rest of the year the public will be able to use a roadway 
that was designed for their convenience. 

Mr. McLean advises The Post that the Board holds 
an option on something over two hundred feet west- 
ward of one of the farm lands involved and an agricul- 
tural society can expropriate additional land if this is 
desirable in the future. He believes the roadway strip 
along with a little more land would make ample space 
for parking. 

The Post suggests that this may become a valuable 


paved roadway in the future bringing traffic from the '

“Despite the good work to date of salvage commit- 
tees, a critical shortage of waste paper is looming, and 
collections of it must be increased or the last lap of the 
war effort will suffer. 

The reason for the crisis is not hard to find. Un- 
usually heavy snowfall during the past winter hamper- 
ed collections, while intensification of the war effort 
has stepped up paper requirements for war purposes. 
Pulpwood supplies are down, so this cannot be relied 
upon to fill the gap.” v 

“Paper does 700,000 war jobs. It transports blood 
plasma, carries shells end fuses, shoots rockets, lands 
airplanes, parachutes food and medicines, pipes water, 
and does a multitude of other things. It takes 54,000 
pounds of paper to draw the plans for a battleship and 
752 pounds to wrap an ambulance for overseas delivery. 
About 70,000 pounds of paper are used every week just 
to ship food to prisoners-of-war. } 

“Practically all of this paper going overseas stays 
there, which means that collections of a certain type 
of waste—such as wrappingg materials—are difficult 
because they are already in short supply here. 

“The fact of the matter is that a shortage threatens 
fo shut down mills processing waste paper unless col- 
lections are stepped up by at least a quarter.” 


BROKEN BOTTLE MENACE 

A form of vandalism which seems to be fairly pre-

It would seem quite evident from the places which 
are chosen for the purpose of breaking these bottles, or 
in the other words, the abandon with which they are 
thrown about, that the people who do so have little or 
no consideration for their fellow citizens. 

Most of us know that there is a certain thrill to:

bang as {It shatters into a thousand pieces and spreads 
over a wide area, bus the majority of people realize that 
every time a bottle is thrown onto the sidewalk or the 
roadway and broken, it may seriously interfere with the 
well-being of some unsuspecting passerby. This is par- 
ticularly true in the case of little children who with the 
coming of the warmer weather like to get about very 
often without shoes at all, and at the most with only 
light protection over thelr feet. A jagged piece of glass 
can give these little folk a very nasty cut indeed and 
give the parents an anxious time ’ until they are sure 
that infection will not follow with its far-reaching 
effects. 

Then again tires aren’t what they used to be—In 
many cases motorists are using retreads or tires which 
have worn through to the cord. A piece of glass could 
cause this tire to blow-out and probably some motorist 
who depends on his car for his livelihood, and yet is not 
in a priority class, to considerable inconvenience. 

Something is being done about this situation in 
other towns and it would seem reasonable to assume 
that something should be done about it here.

About Roses 

Here is something we should 
know before those June roses start 
blooming. Not long ago, scientific 
research revolutionized ideas about 
when to cut roses, The time- 
honored rule—of course—is that 
roses must be cut in the morning, 
when the dew ts still on them, But 
J. Howland—of the Cornell Univer- 
sity floriculture department, says 
that this {dea is all wrong. It may 
be traditional to cut roses in the 
early morning but Howland has 
experimented for more than a year 
and he says when roses are cut at 
4,30 in the afternoon — they last 
elght hours longer. This applies 
particularly to periods of hot wea- 
ther, Then the afternoon cutting 
may increase the life of roses by 
nearly ten hours, The reason for 
this {s that when the sun is shin- 
ing, sugar forms on the rose Jeayes 
Then later in the day the stems 
are out, the longer they should keep

Living Costs 
Rise Slightly 


Ottawa, April 5—The Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics reports that 
its official cost-of-living index, cal- 
‘culated on the basis that 1935-39 
equals 100, advanced from 118.6 at 
Feb, 1 to 118.7 at March 1 for a 
wartime increase of 17.8 per cent. 
Fluctuations of the index did not 
reflect in wages as cost-of-living 
bonuses haye been merged with 
basic wage rates under the Feder-~ 
al government's wage - control 
order. 


The food group index advanced 
from 130.6 at Feb. 1 to 181.0 as 
fresh vegetables and some meats 
moved higher. Increases in the 
hardware section produced a rise 
in home furnishings and services 
from 118.4 to 118.5. Further reduc- 
tions in electric rates more than 
offset Increases for coal and coke 
to reduce the fuel and lighting 
index from 107.4 to 107.3.

Evidence revealed to a five-man 
jury presided over by Coroner, Dr. 
W. Collison, sitting in the Council 
Chambers of the Town Hall Wed- 
mesday for the purpose of inquir- 
ing into the death of 3-year-old 
Robert Baber, son of Mr. and Mrs, 
George Baber, Lindsay, and who 
the jury later found came to his 
death by being run over by a car, 
placed no blame for the accident 
on any of the parties involved and 
left, Httle doubt in the minds of 
those present that while the un- 
timely and tragic death of this 
little boy was extremely regret- 
table, it was purely accidental and 
unavoidable, 

Crown Attorney Anderson ex- 
amined the principal witnesses in 
the accident in the order in which 
their names appear hereinafter:— 
Dr. J, C. Arnolé, who rendered 
Yirst aid and attended the boy un- 
til his death; Mr. W, J. Ferguson, 
principal and only eye-witness of 
the actual accident; Mrs. George 
Baber, mother of the deceased boy 
and Mr. Hutton, ex-reeve of Ops 
‘Twp. who happened to be walking 
toward the corner of William St. 
from the west on the north side 
of Kent St. and arrived on the 
corner shortly after the accident 
had occurred. 

In giving his evidence, Dr, Arnold 
sald that the boy had died as re- 
sult of injuries received to one 
Jung and that it had been crush- 
ed and so affected the other as to 
cut off the body's supply of oxy- 
gen. 

Dr. Collison expressed complete 
satisfaction with the thoroughness 
of Dr. Arnold’s testimony. 

Mr. Ferguson, who was driving 
his own car and was nearing Kent 
St. on William at the time, stated 
that he saw the McLean car com- 
ing from the south at a slow 
rate of speed and the first intim- 
ation that he had of anything 
being unusual was when he spotted 
what appeared to be a bundle of 
clothing caught up on the east side 
of the bumper of the northbound 
car, after it had crossed the inter- | 
section and was continuing north, 
but which he later realized to be 
a child. Continuing he said the | 
object dropped down in between 
the two front wheels of the vehicle 
and that as the car continued on 
the left rear wheel passed over 
What he then definitely knew to!

The great danger 
Js the blast, not only in itself, but 
becouse of the effect it has on 
windows, The great majority of 
casualties are people badly, gashed 
with flying splinters of glass rather 
fihan with pieces of the machine 
itself, People who have worked in 
hospitals here tell me lurid tales 
of the cases that come In with al- 
most 100 per cent of their bodies 
having large and small pieces of 
glass embedded in them.

foreign cash, the outward flow of 
nationals carries with lt an oppor- 
tunity to further national interest 
by stimulating exports and by ad- 
vertising Canada. Travel stirs up 
business, and raises the standard 
of living in isolated and backward 
areas. Just as soon as the exigency 
of war permits the barriers should 
be broken down, so as to encourage 
the most free interchange of yisit- 
ors. 

“How important visitors from 
outside are to Canada may be seen 
by the statistics for some represen- 
tative years. In 1938, Oanada’s 
credit balance of international 
payments amounted to $184,800,00 
of which 78.5 per cent was in the 
tourist trade. In that year, had 
{t not been for the tourist business, 
Canada's credit balance of inter- 
national payments would have 
been negligible. For several years 
the tourist gains just about neu- 
tralized the unfavourable balance 
of trade which Canada had with 
the United States. 

“Tt has been said that Canada 
can make the tourist business its 
greatest source of income and 
natural wealth next to agriculture 
and mining.” Certainly, comments 
the Royal Bank article, the results 
of the tourist trade are widespread. 
"It calls for everything from pins 
and needles to locomotives, and in- 
volves every line of business, far- 
mers, bankers, builders, and all 
who are engaged in any commer- 
cial activity. It distributes money. 
and employment, not only in the 
great cites, but throughout smaller 
municipalities and rural districts . 
... the prosperty of agriculture, 
commerce, transport and eyery- 
thing else is bound up with this 
traffic. The more people we have 
as visitors to Caada, the greater 
will be th demand for the products 
of farms, forests, fisheries, mines 
and factories, and the more wide- 
spread the visitors are over our 
land, the better will be living con- 
ditions in all parts.” 

The article points out that the 
tourist: traffic does not just happen 
but has to be sought. “Tourists 
want good roads, comfortable liv- 
ing quarters, excellent food, and | 
entertainment. No country has a 
monopoly of the things that atl 
tract tourists, and the industry is 
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highly competitive. Canada has 
more natural attractions than most, 
countries, and her effort must be 
directed toward thelr enchance- 
ment by proyiding quality seryice 
». Canada has.so many natural 
beauties that the absence of human 
imagination and skill tn develop- 
ing others bas not yet been greatly 
missed. It will be essential, after 
the war, to make the most of every 
attraction, Governments on all 
levels will need to make greater 
use of scenic, historic and cultural 
assets by purchase and renovation 
of old homes, battle fields, mus- 
eums and beauty spots," 

‘The article corcludes, “There is, 
humanly speaking, no more potent 
force to allay the fears and hat- 
reds of nations than the tourist 
moyement, Cultural life in na- 
tions 1s broadened, too, by the 
impact of new ideas carried to and 
fro across borders and within the 
boundaries of the nation ttelf; 
provincialism is broken down, prob- 
lems become understood; and 
human understandng, fed by per- 
onal acquaintanceship, takes the 
place of prejudice. On these 
grounds, as well as for business 
reasons the bureaus and tourist 
organizations across Canada de- 
serve the most wholehearted sup- 
port of all the people.”

Crews 
for the planes will be furnished by 
the RCAF and the centre of the at- 
tack will be the Nipigon area where 
80,000 acres will be sprayed. 


Experimental spraying was con- 
ducted in Algonquin Park last year 
‘and proved to be effective against 
insect outbreaks in the early stages. 

Experiments have also proved that 


some types of insects are not serious- 
ly affected by the DDT.

One of his earliest loves was for 
aailing vessels. He had his own 
boats from 
enough to sail one! And he often 
cwent on short cruises with his 
triends — often to Bay ‘of Fundy 
waters. 

This love for the sea ° persisted 
even after be became; President. 
And on his. infrequent vacations, 
the often cruised in United States 
warships — one of his favorites 
yeing the cruiser “Houston’. 

At an early age, the future pre- 
sident acquired his first pony. And 
‘vain or shine he would trot down 
the winding paths of his Hyde 
Park, New York, home. He was 
at ease in the ‘saddle at an age 


when he looked too tiny for safety | 


astride his mount. He once par- 
@icipated in the Duchess County, 
ew York, Fair on a Texes pony. 

His fondness to reading did not 
‘interfere with his hearty interest 
for all sorts ‘of games. 

He became a crack shot at the 
age of eleyen and started a collec- 
tion of stuffed birds. He never 
shot more than one bird of species 
and neyer shot nesting birds. 

At, the age of 14 he went to Gro- 
ton, the famous prep school. There 
he participated in football, base- 
Ball and track — shattering the 
school’s high jump record and 
becoming manager of the baseball 
team.

“Wictory Loans are not new to 
you. They are not new to people. 


anywhere in: Canada. In fact, they’ 


have become part of the routine of 
swartime living in this country. So, 
the announcement of 2 new Loan 
every six months is no great sur- 
prise. But, the facts that Victory 
Loans mre well known, and that 2 
new Loan is expected every half- 
year, do not mean they have ceas- 
ed to be important. They are of 
very great importance. And, as 
vast co-operative undertakings by 
the Canadian people, each new 
Loan is really a fresh test of our 
willingness, as a nation, to support 
our men in uniform, and of the 
sincerity of our desire, as a nation, 
to attempt and accomplish more 
after the war than we have done 
in any previous peacetime period. 


“To-day, I propose, to talk about | 
Canada’s savings program —about | 


the part it has played in the fin- 
ancing of the war—and about the 
way it affects our hopes and plans 


for the days that lie ahead. With | 


the war in Europe entering its fin- 
al stages, there are bound to be 
some changes in the way of life 
to which we ‘have become accus- 
tomed over, the past five years. 
And, the ‘closer we come to the re- 
turn of peace, the greater the 
number of changes we can expect. 
This means some of the things we 
have been doing during the war 
will come to an end, others will go 
on in a different form, and others 
will go on the same as before. So, 
it is quite appropriate for us, as 
we face this period of change, to 
review the Yunction of the savings 
program in the general scheme of 
2hings. The ;new Victory Loan is 
the current phase of the savings 
Program. So, as a point of depar- 
ture, ,I , believe it is both logical 
and'desirable to deal first with its 
background. ‘Then, we can step 
away from the affairs of the mo- 
ment, and take! a broad look at the 
past and prospective place of the 
savings ‘program in the life of our 
cduntry. hl 

“As: you ‘know, the Minister of 
Finance has announced that the 
objective for the Eighth Loan will 
be 81’ billion 350 millions—half of 
the; total being for Individuals, and 
half for business firms and other 
large investors. Now, it is only 
natural that you should ask why 
the objectives have been raised ‘to 
2 new high at this late stage of 
the war. 

“what are the facts about our 
current needs for money? What 
are the present, levels of outlays 
and borrowing needs? And, will 
they be higher or lower in the 
year that lies ahead? 

“for the past year, both outlays 


the Eighth Victory 


and borrowing needs have been 
running at all-time peak levels. 
The great developments on the 
battlefronts made this inevitable. 
Now, the financial picture for the 
mew years, which began on April 
1, is difficult to forecast. To be- 
gin with, the Budget for this year 
has not yet been brought before 
Parliament. Then, the course and 
duration of the war are important, 
and uncertain, factors. But, even 
with ,an' early Victory in Kurope, 
we can be, almost sure that this 
year's outlays and borrowing needs | 
will continue around the same 
levels: as they were last year. 


There are a number of reasons. 
why the end of the war with Gey-} 
many will not mean 2 great cut. 
in the size of Cangda’s~ budget; of 
course, When Hitler & Cp. ‘do. go 
into’ military bankruptcy, | some 
war costs will disappear. We won't 
be using up things like, billets and 
bombs in Europe. But,, other’ costs 
go\on. And, some new costs wil 
enter the picture. Ye 

For example, mén ‘in hundreds 
of thousands must be brought, back 
to their homeland from overseas— 
and, with shipping shortages, this 
will take time. They must be fed, 
housed, and cared for in a hund- 
dred-: and- -one different ways. This 
all costs money—large amounts of 
it, ‘Then, the wounded and the 
sick must be restored to health. 
The maimed must be taught new 
ways to a good life. Thousands of 
men must be enapled to return to 
school ana university, trained for 
new jobs and helped in every way 
| possible to readjust themselves to 
normal Canadian life. In: addition 
to outlays fo these purposes, hund- 
reds of millions will be paid out 
yeterans in the form of war 


to 
service gratuities and re-estab- 
lishmenis credits. 

‘Then, we must remember the 


Japs remain to be beaten. And,:| 
the Pacific War is a huge business. 
It’s true our “Allies will carry a 
|iarge share of the load. But Can- 
ada must play her part: This will 
undoubtedly involve important out- 
lays on supplies, even if the full 
strength of our armed forces do 
| not 
Tokyo: 

“Farther, in the period that lies 
ahead, our government will have 
to buy 2 large amount of supplies 
to, send to other countries, either, 
as a gift or.as a loan: These sup- 
plies will help to speed final Vic- 
tory, to save lives, and to help 
less fortunate peoples to get back 
on their feet once again. Inciden- 
tally, government. spending for, 
these supplies gives jobs and in- 
comes to Canadian. workers. 

“Finally, there will be increased 
outlays on other things such ,a8 
social security measures, and inter- 
est charges on the public debt— 
and outlays of various kinds to

“With these facts before us, we 
can readily understand why the 
need for money is still great and 
urgent—and why there is no early

Hamburg-one of the chief ports of 
Burope---lies on the right bank of 
the Eble (Eb-buh) River about 70 
miles inland. In peacetime, the vol- 
ume of Hamburg’s trade was enorm- 
wus and its probably true that every- 
thing bought or sold in Germany 
passed through Hamburg in one 
form or, another, Hamburg imported 
goods from all parts of the world, 
and Hamburg exported finished pro- 
ducts---Machinery, iron, chemicals, 
giass, china, steel plate, bicycles, 
eewing.machines, paper and cement. 
Hamburg also had a thriving trade 
in cigars-and phoney sherry. 

‘There were shipyards in Hamburg, 
and a harbour front stretching six 
miles along the Bibe, Near the ship- 
yards were iron foundries steel mills, 
and submarine yards. Hamburg’s rail 
yards handled freight and passenger 
trains from all over Europe . And 
Hamburg’s chemical and aircraft 
plants worked overtime for Adolf 
Hitler's third reich. 

That was Hamburg up to and dur- 
ng the first years of this war, 

But going back some 11-hun.-and 
60 years we find that Hamburg was 
just another of those garrison towns 
on the border of Charlemagne’s 
mmpire. The Emperor himself is sup- 
posed fo have founded Hamburg in 
608 A-D and during tne first five 
tenturtes of its existence, a fort, then 
@ bishopris, then a trading center, 
‘The people of Hamburg made their 
first bid for power when they helped 
to finance one of the crusades. as 
6 reward, Hamburg was given fish- 
ing rights in the Elbe River from 
the town limits to the North Sea, 
and Hamburg has never lost its con- 
trol of those 70-odd vital miles of 
waterway, 

In the middle of the 14th century, 
Hamburg was a thriving center of 
trade. And about that time, the peo- 
ple of Hamburg made their second 
bid for power. This time, they helded 
to form the Hanseatic League--a 
kind of benevolent protective assoc- 
fatlon of medieval cities which 
banded together for mutual protec- 
tion against robber barons at) home, 
pirates on the high seas, and 
greedy rulers in neighboring count- 


ties. For almost 300 years, the Han_ 
seatic League was the strongest 
group of cities in Europe, Member- 
cities raised, equipped and fed their, 
own armies, and the power of the 
league ‘became so great that at least, 
one King-Magnus of Sweden--lost 
his throne because he was foolish 
‘enough to quarrel with it. 


But Hamburg’s prosperity and the 
Hanseatic league came to an end 
with the thirty years war, Not until 
1783 did she regain some of her lost 
glory, And ironically enough, !t was 
her trade with the brand new United 
States of America that first set 
Hamburg on the road to riches ‘again 


During the last 30 years of the 19- 
th century, Hamburg grew enorm- 
ously. Passenger ships and tramp 
steamers from all over the world 
dropped anchor at Hamburg, bring- 
ing with them the raw materials and 
trade goods that made the city the 
greatest port on the continent. Then 
came the First World War, and at 
its close, Hamburg found itself in 
@ civil war of its own, Communists 
seized the city in 1923 and held it 
until they were blasted from thefr 
strongholds by German Marines and 
the local Police. 

In the 20 years that followed, 
Hamburg grew to become the second 
largest city in Germany, with a 
population larger then that of Mont. 
teal, Toronto and Hamilton combin- 
ed, And by the time world war two 
broke out, Hamburg had earned a 
place near the top of the Allies’ list 
of important targets. But British, 
Canadian and American bombers 
didn't really go to work on Hamburg 
until 1943. When they did, they kept 
up # “round-the-clock” attack’ that 
blew the greatest port in Europe all 
over the local countryside. Ham- 
burg’s dock and harbor installations, 
her rajlyard’s chemical plants and 
aircraft factories, disappeared into 
one gigantic rubble-heap. So when 
ninth army troops reach what used 
to be hamburg, they'll find 11 cent- 
uries of the history, Industry and 
trade that used to be Hamburg scat- 
tered along the right bank of the 
river Elbe,

ANGLO-FRENCH FINANCIAL AGREEMENT 

The agreement signed in Paris by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Sir John Anderson, on March 27 is 
an important step towards the restoration of the econ- 
omies injured by thewar, and towards the resumption 
of financial and economic relations, between the mem- 
bers of the United Nations. Of the former occupied or 
blockaded areas, France is probably the most important 
economically. 

Under the agreement the two Governments will 
make available to each other reciprocal credits of up to 
£100 million (20,000 million francs—$400 million) for a 
period of twelve months up to February 28, 1946. These 
amounts will-be increased if necessary. At the end of 
the year a balance will be struck, and drawings on the 
two credits compared. 

France’s need of imports for reconstruction pur- 
Poses, combined with her temporarily reduced exp 
capacity, is likely to result in the balance of trade be- 
tween Britain and France during the coming twelve 
months’ being substantially in favour-of Britain. If 
this happens, France. will pay for her imports from Bri-, 
tain partly in gold, partly in exports and partly from 
her existing sterling resources. 

Britain and France are already operating between 
themselves a system of mutual aid covering current 
military requirements. Under the agreement, various- 
claims and counter-claims between the two nations are 
being-cancelled so as to make this system retroactive to 
cover .the early period of the war before the fall of 
France. The French Government has agreed’ to refund 
to the British Government the dollar. payments of ap- 
proximately $160 million which Britain made when, in 
June 1940, she took over the partly-completed munitions 
contracts placed by France in the United States. Britain 
is to supply France, free of cost, goods and services to a 
value of £45 million (180 million). The.goods to be de- 
livered will include not only supplies for. the French 
forces, but also supplies to meet some of France’s most 
pressing civilian needs, and capital goods such as equip- 
ment to restore ports, railways, factories and public 
utilities. 

The purpose of the agreement is to help in getting 
France back onto her economic feet and, in the words of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, “to develop maximum 
commercial exchanges between the franc area and the 
sterling area”.

IF NORWAY BECOMES A LAST. DITOH 

If Nazi fanatics continue to: hold out in Norway 
after the Allies have overrun Germany, the R:A.F, will 
play a major part in the process of starving them into 
submission. It is a job for which the R,A.P. is well suit- 
ed and one at which it has already had considerable ex- 
perience, 

Ever since the Germans first con uered Norwa: 
1940 the R.A.F, has kept, up an altos} non-stop ae 
along its rugged coast, Spying out and attacking ship- 
ping. Except, for occasional visits by Bomber Command 
to special targets, such as the ‘Tirpitz’ and the U-boat 
pens of Bergen and Trondheim, this work has been done 
almost exclusively by Coastal Command Beaufighters 
and Mosquitoes firing rockets and torpedoes, 

By last summer these air attacks on the enemy’s 
vital shipping line had proyed so successful that he was 
forced to operate at night only. Supplies and ammuni+ 
tion for the garrisons In Norway had to be run actoss 
the Skagerrak and Kattegat under cover of darkness, 
Molydenum and other loot and shipped back to Ger- 
many in the same furtive way, So the RAF. developed 
a system for attacking the night conyoys with flares, 
In the last six months, Halifaxes and other bombers 
fitted with special equipment had made 260 individual 
night attacks on enemy ships trying to run the gauntlet 
between Norway and Denmark or Germany. That aver- 
ages at more than one attack per night over the six 
months, 

When Germany falls the garrisons in Norway will 
recelve no more aid from outside, but if they decide to 
fight on they will be more vulnerable to air attacks 
than ever. Operating from bases in Denmark and nor- 
thern Germany the R4.F, could paralyze the coastal 
shipping lanes, and knock out the comparatively few 
railways, so that it would be impossible to moye either 
supplies or men. Lack of oil would render the remnants 
of the Luftwaffe in Norway as impotent as they are now 
above the battlefields. of Germany, In: those cireum- 
stances it is unlikely that the Germans could hold out

schoolboy, at West Leeds High 
Schoo], invented a sign lanuage, 
based on a symbol in a book about 
Red Indians, which he taught to 
his school friends. Now, with the 
encouragement of Mr. Bernard 
Shaw, he has invented a new 
world language which has won the

“Moonling,” as he calls this new 
lanuage, has an alphabet of 26 
letters, and its vocabulary, when 
complete, will contain only about 
800 words, all of one syllable. 

The inyentor of Moonling ts 
Kenneth Littlwood, who not long 
after leaving school with a matric 
certificate and a distinction in 


Latin, the R.A.FS as a 
clerk. 

Three years later, in Iraq with 
the R.AF., he tried to learn Ara-~ 
bic, and, finding it difficult, vow- 
ed to invent a simple language 
which could be used by anyone in 
the world. 

On his return to England he 
went to work as a milk rounds- 
man, and then became an instru- 
ment maker. 

When war broke out he said to 
his mother: “I belieye a common 
form of speech would rule out fut- 
ure wars,” 

It was then that he actually 
began to write his world language. 

He studied Chinese, the langu-

With “The Unfinished Task” 


Speaking before a 
audience in St, Paul's Church here 
Friday afternoon, Mr. Ralph W. 
Carney, Vice-President of the 
Coleman Lamp Co, enthralled 
his listeners with his outstanding 
address on “The Unfinished Task” 
Highlights of Mr. Carney’s ad- 
dress are reproduced below for the 
benefit of those who were unable 
to be present, 


In his opening remarks he sald: 

“If it seems strange to any of 
you that an American stands here 
intsead of one of your own people, 
please do not wonder at it. It is 
not that your Finance Committee 
could not have found many more 
appealing and eloquent voices and 
men of far greater stature, in every 
way, in your own beloved Domin- 
fon, than the American business 
mén who stands before you now. 

“It is not that you needed me 
for anything I might say. It ts 
rather that you have given to me 
the honor and privilege of help- 
ing this Campaign. I am the bene- 
ficiary of your kindness and in- 
dulgence. 

The ?eason for it, therefore, 
more than any need for my ser- 
vices, is merely that it exemplifies 
this union of English-speaking 
peoples, the community of inter- 
ests. and the singleness of pur- 
pose of the American people, 
Canadian, and of the entire Em- 
pire. 

In this gigantic enterprise to 
which we have each set our hand, 
from that moment when the Em- 
pire held its breath and Mr. Chur- 
chill's “blood, and sweat and 
tears” - - words which will live 
forever in the minds of free men 
- -revitalized a stricken Britain;

“I have had some apprhensions 
Because many of the United States 
Papers are carrying stories that 
when the war with Germany is 
over, Canada will regard the war 
as being substantially over for her 
and for the Empire. 
Jes are destructive to morale in 
my country and that fierce spirit 
of partnership so necessary for a 
successful conclusion to the Paci- 
fic War. 

“Surely, you know that this job 
is not finished until this other 
great enemy of decency and free- 
dom has been destroyed! Surely, it 
is not forgotten that Malaya and 
Singapore are British! Surely, the 
crime of Hong Kong must not go 
unpunished! Surely, the safety of 
India is just as important to you 
and to the Empire, as Hawaii and 
the Philippines are to the United 
States. 

“The independence and freedom 
of China is our common problem 
and not altogether an altrusistic 
one but, a realistic one, haying to 
do with the safety of our future 
generations because, if Japan were 
permitted to thoroughly establish 
herself in China, the manpower

White Grub Menace Grows, 
Garden Crops Threatened 


Except for Lambton County, the 
Niagara Peninsula and the Ux- 
bridge-Oshawa area of Ontario, 
white grubs will be present in their 
most destructive stage over much 
of agricultural Ontarlo during 
1945, the Dominion Entomologist, 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture advises. 

There will be wide variation in 
the local degree of infestation and 
the possible extent of damage to 
crops during the coming summer. 
Before planting any new crops far- 
mers should examine the soil to 
determine whether significan num- 
pers of white grubs are present in 
any field, and measures taken to 
prevent heavy losses Iater in the 
summer. Because hoed crops like 
corn and potatoes planted In sod 
of 1944 may contain large numbers 
of destructive grubs and are most 
likely to be severely damager, spe- 
cial care should be taken before 
planting hoed crops in sod. 

However, before planting any 
crop in the spring of 1945 the soil 
should be examined for white 
grubs after they have risen to the 
surface soil to commence feeding. 
Where two or more are found per 


square foot, apply the shallow 
ploughing—multiple discing meth- 
od- of cultural control before 


planting. This consists of plough- 
ing not deeper than four inchces, 
followed by four to five applica- 
tions of the disc harrow, prefer- 
ably using a double-disc and @ 
tractor-powered outfit. If proper- 
ly applied this will reduce the 
numbers of white grubs to a low 
level and will provide a rapid con- 
trol at a low cost. Where it is not 
possible to apply this control, 
plant hoed crops in fields which 
were kept in clean cultivation since 
the spring of 1943, and in general, 
plant grain crops rather than hoed 
crops in sodland of 1944. 

Cloyers of all types are resistant 
to white grub feeding and usually 
are not injured to any extent by 
white grubs because of the tough 


tap-root system, but {ibrous-rooted 
crops like timothy may be severely 
damaged. Where timothy or tim- 
othy mixtures are retained for hay 
this year examine the crop in 
early July to determine whether 
any injury had already occurred 
or is likely to be extensive and 
severe, Where such is the case cut 
the hay crop early, thoroughly 
work the soll with plough and disc 
and re-sced to a catch crop for, 
green manure or additional pas- 
ture, a 

Pasture lnnds, especially where 
not rotated, are subject to seyere 
damage through the destruction of 
the root system of pasture grasses 
by white grubs in feeding. Adding 
to the soil fertility and avoiding 
overgrazing will assist pasture 
grasses to withstand attack and 
to recover from injury. Rotate 
pastures where possible and make 
plans for additional feed in case 


of pasture failure due to white 
grub injury. Where areas of ar- 
able pasture sod have been de- 


stroyed by grubs, work and re-seed 
to prevent the development of 
noxious weeds, soil erosion or wind 
drifting. 

The chemical control of white 
grubs has a limited application in 
general agriculture. Arsenate of 
lead, an effective soil insecticide, 
may be used under special condi- 
tions or to protect valuable crops. 

Growers who liye in a district 
where white grubs were injurious 
to crops during previous years 
should determine whether they 
are located in the area where the 
destructive second year grub stage 
will be prevalent during 1945. If 
so, every precaution should be 
taken before planting to prevent 
appreciable damage to the roots of 
the many crops upon which white 
grubs feed.

There the family were marooned

Helene became the leader of the 
Maquis at Cannes, and also worked 
at the “Aid To Prisoners” centre in 
the town, where a quisling colleague 
betrayed her to the Gestapo on July 
29, 1940,

disclose the whereabouts of the 
Resistance leaders. 

“When Helene refused to answer 
questions she was beaten by a club 
and lashed by a whip,” says a letter 
just received from her father, 

“Another interrogation followed, 
when she was burned with red hot 
irons on face and body. 

“The end came on August 15 Inst 
‘The day before Allied troops arrived. 
Helene and 20 others were taken to 
a field and shot. Her body was 
almost unrecognisable.” 

She has since been accorded the 
title of “Heroine of France’ and has 
been awarded a posthumous Legion 
of Honour.
